Armored vehicle coming to Grayling

An armored vehicle, which 
will be used by a multi-juris- 
dictional SWAT team when 
responding to calls where bar- 
ricaded gunmen have fired 
shots, will be kept in Crawford 


County. 
Northern Michigan Mutual 
Aide, a SWAT team that 


includes sheriff’s deputies, city 
and tribal police officers from 
17° northern Michigan 
Counties, is receiving a 

_ BearCat from Lenco 
Industries, Inc., based in 
Massachusetts. Funds to pur- 
chase the vehicle are coming 
through the U.S. Department of 
Homeland Security. 

The armored vehicle has on 
board detection devices to 
locate explosives, gas and 
nuclear fuel. The vehicle has a 
thermal imaging unit which 
can detect a person, hiding 
inside a house or building, 
from their body heat. It also 
has remote spot lights and is 
capable of taking a direct hit 
from a 50-caliber round. 

“It’s a pretty amazing vehi- 
cle, and it didn’t cost a penny to 
anyone here,” said Crawford

County voters make 
picks for president

Election results in Crawford 
County mirrored those across 
the state in last week’s presiden- 
tial primary election. 

Just 1,987 voters, about 17 
percent of those registered to 
vote in Crawford County, cast 
ballots on the presidential pri- 
mary election held on Tuesday, 
Jan. 15. 

On the Democrat’s side of the 
ballot, 383 voters supported Sen. 
Hillary Clinton, the former first 
lady. Clinton was the top vote 
getter in the state. 

A total of 193 voters cast 
uncommitted ballots for democ- 
ratic candidates who requested 
their names not be on the ballot. 
This was due to fear of upsetting 
voters from other states holding 
early primary elections. 

On the Republican side of the 
ballot, Sen. John McCain 
received 568 votes in Crawford 
County. McCain, who was a 
POW in the Vietnam War, won 
the presidential primary in 
Michigan in 2004. 

“We are a military town, and 
we expected a lot of support for 
Sen. McCain,” said Crawford 
County Clerk/Register of Deeds 
Sandra Moore. 

Former Massachusetts 
Governor Mitt Romney, who 
was in the Michigan presidential 
primary, gathered 440 votes in 
Crawford County. Former 
Arkansas Governor Mike 
Huckabee trailed with 201 votes 
in Crawford County. 


The Jan. 15, 2008, election 
was only the 11th state-spon- 
sored presidential primary in 
Michigan history. 

The presidential candidates’ 
names will not appear on the 
regularly scheduled primary 
election ballot in August, when 
voters will decide their congres- 
sional, state, county and town- 
ship representatives. 

The final presidential nomina- 
tions will be on the November 
general election ballot, along 
with the candidates for the other 
offices. 

Moore said she was pleased 
that county residents exercised 
their vote as the political season 
heats up. 

“Historically, presidential pri- 
mary’s have a low voter 
turnout,” Moore said. However, 
this year, more people are get- 
ting involved with 1.4 million 


voting statewide. 
Approximately, 850,000 
Republicans and 500,00 


Democrats. did cast their ballots 
in Michigan.” 

“Twenty percent was the state 
prediction, and Crawford 
County has 17 percent interested 
in electing the leaders of this 
great country,” Moore added. 
“Moving Michigan to the fore- 
front brought us more attention, 
and I encourage voters to 
become more active in the 
process. Our state is facing seri- 
ous economic strains, and the 
most important way to have your 
voice heard is to get more 
involved.” 


Special tax assessment 
plans dropped in Frederic

The Frederic Township Board 
pulled the plug on a plan, to cre- 
ate a special assessment district 
to fund ambulance and fire 
department operations last week, 
after dozens of residents object- 
ed to the new form of taxation. 

About 125 people attended the 
standing room only meeting, at 
the Frederic Township Hall, on 
Tuesday, Jan. 15. The township 
board held a public hearing on a 
special tax assessment proposed 
by the Frederic Township Fire 
Chief Doug Pratt. 

If the special assessment tax 
district was created, the fire 
department millage would have 
been decided annually at the 
township board's budget hear- 
ings, and would no longer have 
been on the ballot for voters to 
decide. The special assessment 
would have meant that tax levies 
would be consistent, rather than 
jeopardizing having a funding 
measure tumed down by voters. 

In the coming years, Pratt said 
that he would like to increase the 
training of the township EMTs to 
add advance life support certifi- 
cation, and have around the 
clock staffing for ambulance 


way,” Pratt said. 

Pratt said Frederic Township 
has the only township fire 
department in Crawford County 
that is not supported by a special 
assessment tax district. 

After hearing objections from 
township residents, Pratt told the 
township board to shelve the 
plan for the special assessment 
district. Instead, the township 
will place a two-mill tax renewal 
on the August primary ballot to 
fund the fire department, plus an 
additional one-mill proposal for 
expanded ambulance services. 
The Frederic Township Fire 
Department is currently support- 
ed by a two-mill voted millage, 
which generates about $98,000 
per year. 

“The people wanted their vote. 


They made it very loud and 


clear, and I’m OK with that,” 
Pratt said. ‘Since they’ve sup- 
ported the fire department for 45 
years, I’m hoping they will con- 
tinue to support the millage. As 
long as we have funding, that’s 
ali I care about.” 

Jeff Keys, the Frederic 
Township supervisor, said the 
township received 130 letters 
about the special assessment dis- 
trict, with only a couple of letters

Eagles site for 
senior center

Grayling area seniors are con- 
tinuing to push for the Eagles 
Club as a possible site for a new 
senior center as the list of 
options for relocation of the 
facility continues to grow. 

A half dozen seniors attended 
the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioner’s meeting last 
week, encouraging county offi- 
cials to sign a purchase agree- 
ment to buy the Grayling Eagles 
Club property. 

The Crawford - County 
Commission on Aging (COA) is 
also studying the potential of 
moving the senior center to the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery build- 
ing. 

The COA Board, at its 
September meeting, voted to 
explore the option of relocating 
to the fish hatchery building in a 
move to find more space to 
serve area seniors. 

Built in the 1960s, the current 
senior center has 5,000 square 
feet of space. Ideally, the senior 
center needs about 7,000 square 
feet of space to provide its pro- 
grams and services. 

Officials have 
expanding the senior center's 
dining room and relocating the 
Grayling Housing Commission 
Offices to'a new location. The 
Grayling Housing Commission 


owns the senior center property, . 


and building, and also oversees 
the rental of federally subsi- 
dized apartments located next to 
the senior, center. 

Due to the space and land 


restrictions, expanding the sen- 


ior center has been ruled out as 
an option. The U. S. Department 
‘Of! “Housing “and “Urban 
‘Development also ‘said that’ the 
‘senior center could not take over 
the entire building. 

Vivian Powers, a senior who 
is pushing for the Grayling 
Eagles site, said seniors already 
take part in activities there and 
feel comfortable with that loca- 
tion. 

“We feel that this is a second 
home for the seniors,’ Powers 
said. | 

Powers also noted. that the 
chances of getting grants to 
repair the fish hatchery building 
would be scarce due to the slow- 
ing economy. 

“With the recession coming, 
they’re going to close down all 
the grants and all of the money,” 
Powers said. “We know. that. 


explored | 


she did not believe it was feasi- 
ble to move to the fish hatchery 
building. 

“It’s going to cost us a fortune 
to bring it up to code,” Burke 
said. 

Martha Barnum said moving 
to the Eagles Club would be 
more convenient for the seniors 
with Walgreens coming ‘to the 
nearby corner on Huron Street 
and the I-75 Business Loop. 

“It’s more conducive for the 
senior citizens to be in that 
area,” Barnum said. 

Jerry Gosnell, a trustee ‘on the 
Grayling Eagles Club board, 
said the club is considering a 
new location, where it could 
have outdoor amenities and vis- 
iting Eagles could park their 


RVs and campers. 
“Right now, we are just wait- 
ing to hear from the 


Commission on Aging | arid the 
next move is up. to them,” 
Gosnell said. | | 

Powers said séniors have been 
circulating petitions, and have 
about 350 to 400 signatures 
opposing the move to the fish 
hatchery and about 100 signa- 
tures on a petition calling for a 
recall of the COA Board. 

Last Friday, Alice Snyder, the 
COA director, toured the 
Mayday Windows building as a 
possible relocation for the sen- 
ior center. 

“Tt can’t hurt to. go. Jook and 
see if it-would work for us,” 


Snyder said,

final approval on any relocation 
plans, since the COA is consid- 
ered as a department of the 
county. Commissioners appoint 
members for the COA board. 

“Ultimately, whatever we do 
and wherever we go, the county 
board of commissioners. has the 
final say,” Snyder said. 


B replacement of jail 


dryer approved

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners gave the 
green light for the replacement 
of a clothes dryer that caught fire 
in the county jail earlier this 
month. 

The commercial dryer will 
replace a 12-year-old dryer that 
was placed in the jail in 1996, 
when an addition to the jail was 
completed. 

The dryer, which is coming 
from Universal Laundry of 
Wetland, will be delivered 
around Feb, |. 

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk 
Wakefield was given approval to 
spend $5,391 to replace the 
dryer. 

The funds are coming from the 
jail’s commissary fund. The 
commissary is run by the jail 
staff and allows inmates to pur- 
chase undergarments, food and 
toiletry items while they are in 
the jail. . 

Proceeds from the commissary 
fund must be used for the wel- 
fare of the inmates and the bet- 
terment of the inmates in the jail. 

The dryer is used 24/7, 365 


days a year, said Crawford 
County Sheriff Kirk Wakefield. 
Jail trustees, under the supervi- 
sion of corrections officers, wash 
the clothes in the jail. There is 
currently $7,898 in the commis- 
sary fund. 

“You have to really show 2 
benefit to the inmates, and this is 
definitely a benefit to the 


inmates and to the facility,” 


Wakefield said. 

The Grayling City/Township 
Fire Department was dispatched 
to a fire, that occurred at the 


. Crawford County ‘Jail, on 


Saturday, Jan. 12. The fire 
destroyed the clothes that were 
in the dryer, but did not cause 
any damage to the rest of the jail 
facility and no injuries occurred. 

The inmates did not have to be 
evacuated, and fans were used to 
remove smoke from the jail. - 

Replacement of the dryer. was 
ctucial to jail operations. 
Wakefield said his numbers in 
the jail have been up over the last 
several months, due to a.change 
in state sentencing guidelines, 
which calls for more inmates to 
do time in the county jail rather 
than in prison.

IN OBSERVANCE of the 
memory of Martin Luther King 
Jr., students often are assigned to 
write an essay reflecting on his 
life and his struggles for racial 
equality. 

In some Lansing schools, the 
theme assigned was from one of 
Mr. King’s speeches: “Injustice 
anywhere remains a threat to 
justice everywhere.” 

Here’s what one student wrote 
(reprinted here with author’s 
permission): 

* * * 

“INJUSTICE ANYWHERE 
remains a threat to justice every- 
where” makes me think about 
what we as Americans have 
done in the past. We as 


Americans can make a better 
future by leaming from our his- 
tory. 

An example of this is when 
the Japanese bombed Pearl 


Harbor on Dec. 7, 1941. The 
American people all of a sudden 
jumped to a conclusion that peo- 
ple of Japanese ancestry would 
not be loyal to the United States, 
but would help the enemy. The 
American people then rounded 
up all the Japanese Americans 
living near the west coast and 
put them in relocation camps. 
That was not fair treatment to 
the Japanese Americans, 
because it was later found out 
that none of. the Japanese 
Americans were disloyal to the 
United States. That is an exam- 
ple of injustice because the 
Americans violated the rights of 
the Japanese Americans, two- 
thirds of whom were born in the 
United States. 

The reaction of Americans 
after the attacks on Sept. 11, 
2001, was an example of race 
discrimination. The 19 terrorists

The pro- 
gram currently provides health 
insurance for 55,000 Michigan 
Children and 6.6 million children 
across the nation, and the legisla- 
tion would have extended health 
coverage to an additional four 
million kids.

Snowmobilers fund trail grooming, not the DNR 


Snowmobiling thrives in 
Michigan because of our pic- 


turesque natural resources and ~ 


our superb trail network. The 
trails are maintained by grooming 
equipment pufchased with fees 
collected almost entirely from 
snowmobilers. This is part of the 
process known as the “snowmo- 
bile program,” which ensures the 
viability of the industry. The 
Department of Natural Resources 
(DNR) is a part of the process, 
but not a funding source. 

The program is not funded 
through the state's general fund 
derived from the taxpayers. The 
state gasoline tax provides a por- 
tion of funding, but the vast 
majority of money used to groom 
(smooth), sign and maintain the 
trails comes from trail permits, 
and snowmobile registrations. 

All three funding streams sent 


$7.3 million to the DNR this year. 
In typical government fashion, 
the department used $2.1 million 
for “administrative costs” needed 
by the Forest Mineral Fire 
Management division to operate 
the snowmobile program. It’s not 
entirely clear to the snowmobil- 
ing community why the depart- 
ment needs over 28% of the bud- 
get to manage the program. 

It’s. necessary to clarify these 
issues due to recerit state govern- 
ment communications stating that 
grooming is “funded through the 
DNR” and that “the DNR pays 
for the equipment that the clubs 
use to groom the trails.” 

The DNR does not pay for the 
equipment used to maintain our 
trails. As outlined above, most of 
the money comes from snowmo- 
bilers, and to a lesser degree, the 
gasoline tax rebate formula for 


recreational vehicle use. Trail 
maintenance money is simply 
passed-through the DNR from 
users. It’s mandatory under state 
law, 

Snowmobilers, and the busi- 
nesses that rely on the industry, 
do not have the DNR to thank for 
our world-class trail network. We 
pay for the necessary equipment 
and provisions, And more impor- 
tantly, volunteers physically 
groom the trails. Without their 
tremendous contributions our 
trail system as we know it would 
not exist, and consequently nei- 
ther would the economic stimulus 
generated by the snowmobile 
industry. 

It’s important to set the record 
straight for the future of snowmo- 
biling in Michigan. The time is 
fast approaching when trail user 
fees will have to be increased to 


pay for the snowmobile program. 
The DNR will undoubtedly insist 
on being a part of that process 
too. 

As illustrated by the recent 
astronomical miscalculation of 
the Game and Fish Fund, we all 
have good reason to be reticent of 
the DNR’s ability to accurately 
forecast program budgets. If 
snowmobilers are faced with 
increased user fees, they will 
deserve to know why. The 
answers should come from dedi- 
cated industry experts, not from 
state bureaucrats. 

Under the current system the 
DNR does play a role in the 
snowmobile program that main- 
tains Michigan’s trails. Instead of 
talking about who should get the 
credit, the DNR should focus on 
providing efficient services to 
those that pay for state programs.

_ In Romans 7:4 God used 
the analogy of marriage to 
teach us that we cannot be 
sanctified or made holy by 
keeping the law, but rather by 


our marital union with Jesus 


Christ. ‘“4Wherefore, my 
brethren, ye also are become 
dead to the law by the body of 
Christ; that ye should be mar- 
ried to another, even to him 
who is raised from the dead, 
that we should bring forth fruit 
unto God.” Now in Romans 7:5 
God expands upon why we are 
dead to the law by the body of 
Christ. “SFor when we were 
in the flesh, the motions of 
sins, which were by the law, 
did work in our members to 
bring forth fruit unto death.” 
First, God deals with our 
flesh and the law. “For when 
we were in the flesh.. 
meaning of the word flesh here 
refers to that sensual or carnal 
human nature we received 
from Adam. The Bible identi- 
fies the works of the flesh in 
Galatians 5:19,20 as evil and 
not good.

In other 
words, instead of making us 
more holy, our carnal nature 
rebels against law and multi- 
plies our sins and sufferings.

Spirit and not our flesh to give 
us victory over sin. “8So then 
they that are in the flesh cannot 
please God. 9But ye are not in 
the flesh, but in the Spirit, if so 
be that the Spirit of God dweil 
in you. Now if any man have 


not the Spirit of Christ, he is . 


none of his.’ (Rom. 8:8,9).

Going the extra mile 
for those in need 


Many people have been known 
o “go the extra mile” in their 
work and volunteerism, but one 
man has gone 140,000 extra 
tiles, all for the welfare of oth- 
ers. 

Donald Henry, age 71 of 
Grayling, and his wife, Shirley, 
age 74, were recently recognized 
by the Crawford County 
Department of Human Services 
(DHS) for five years of volunteer 
work, driving clients to doctor 
appointments and crucial medical 
treatments. Many people in the 
community have no reliable 
means of transportation and 
that’s when the Henrys’ wheels 
came to the rescue. 

Born and raised in West 
Virginia, Don worked his way 
through life with jobs loading 
coal cars, and laboring in a rub- 
ber manufacturing plant, steel 
mill and paper mill. He also 
worked construction, auto repair 
and found time to serve his coun- 
try for 17 years in the U.S. Air 
Force and Army. | 

Henry’s last wage earning job 
was as a cab driver, but that came 
to an end on March 30, 1985, 
when a drunk driver plowed into 
his cab, leaving him with a bro- 
ken neck and five crushed verte- 
brae. He was unable to work, 
especially any physical labor for 
which he was most accustomed. 

In 1995, Henry moved to 
Grayling where he met Shirley, 
who helped him care for his first 
wife who passed away after a bat- 
tle with cancer. During their time 
together sharing care-giving, they 
became good friends. 

They talked about marriage, 
and asked each other, “Why 
not?’ They had been through a 
lot together and were comfort- 
able with each other. They liked 
each other. They were a perfect 
match. Both were compassionate 
people, selflessly helping others, 
and they kept going regardless of 
his disabilities and any hardships 
that came along. 

Mrs. Henry retired after 25 
years as a bus driver for those 
enrolled in the COOR-ISD pro- 
grams for the developmentally 
challenged and disabled. It 
seemed only natural the ‘pair 
should use their driving experi- 
ence to help others. 

Even though limited by his 
partial paralysis, Don said he 
needed “something to do.” One 
day, he visited with Jim Lawless 
at the Family Independence 
Agency, now DHS, and 
explained his desire to help out 
with driving. After completing 
the necessary screenings, includ- 
ing one to determine his ability to 
operate a vehicle, Don began 
what became his mission to help 
others, with Shirley by his’ side

when needed. 

Don’s very first trip was to 
Cadillac, escorting a long-time 
Grayling resident to kidney dial- 
ysis treatment. It was a pleasant 
and uneventful trip for all, assur- 
ing Don he had signed up for 
something good. 

Don said most of his trips were 
“easy-going,” but recalled one 
trip to Ann Arbor when it took 
him over an hour to travel 12 
miles. “Between Fenton and 
Brighton, there was nothing but 
black ice, but I used my head and 
kept going because we needed to 
get there,” he explained. 

From June 2002 to August 
2007, Don said he “used up” two 
personally-owned vans. He put 
60,000 on the first, a 1994 model, 
and 80,000 on the second, a 2001 
model, which now sits semi- 
retired in his driveway. If the 
walls of those vans could talk, 
they would tell of the many peo- 
ple who sat waiting, some anx- 
iously, to arrive at life-saving 
treatments. Don said many sat 
quietly, barely saying a word and 
others had stories to tell of their 
lives, family and friends. 

“It’s been something good to 
do and I’ve met a lot of interest- 
ing characters,” Don said. “And, 
it gave me a little spending 
money.” DHS volunteer drivers 
receive 32 1/2 cents per mile 
driven as a reimbursement for 
their gasoline expense. 

“Don was extremely generous 
with his time and almost never 
said ‘no’ to a request to drive 
someone somewhere,” said 
Martha Burns, DHS Services 
Supervisor. “He went in the 
worst weather and, at times, in 
the middle of the night. He was 
committed to the people DHS 
serves and was always there for 
them.” 

“Don always had a positive 
attitude and never had a bad word 
to say about anyone,” Burns con-

tinued, “Shirley was his ‘co- 
pilot? when he needed someone 
to accompany him on a long jour- 
ney. She was always willing to 
go and happy to give people a 
ride when they were in need.” ~ 

Burns said Don also did some 
driving for patients at Mercy 
Hospital when they had no way 
home from the hospital, either 
after a hospital stay or a trip to 
the Emergency Room. 

“Don and Shirley exemplify 
the best of volunteer spirit,” 
Burns said. 

Now that Don and Shirley have 
“retired” from their volunteer 
driving, Burns said the agency is 
in dire need of volunteer drivers. 
DHS not only reimburses for 
gasoline, but also provides meal 
allowances when travel goes over 
meal times. 

“Most trips are around north- 
em Michigan, but occasionally, 
we have a need to provide trans- 
portation out of the area, like to 
Ann Arbor, Detroit or Saginaw," 
explained Burns. 

While most clients use the 
transportation services for med- 
ical appointments, some clients 
need transportation for other 
important reasons and DHS tries 
to help get them to their destina- 
tions through the volunteer driver 
program. All referrals for trans- 
port are arranged through the 
Crawford County DHS 
Transportation Office. 

Burns urges anyone who would 
like to become a DHS voluntees 
driver to contact-her at (989) 344- 
5105.
